tlio trade. Corn was the leader, and
lrlco changes In that Kraln were followed
by wheat and oats. The early business
In corn yesterday was at higher prices
pecauso ot the reported Improved demand
In tho east for tho cash article. Thu

u? 8 tncro or abnormally small, andthis Is there has been no busi-
ness on export account for som'i time,
nnd it Is natural that stocks of tho yel-
low cereal would not bo placed In n posi-
tion where they could not be used for
sfne time. Keating spots wero con-
siderable below the highest levels of thelnornlng, and showed paper losses forthe longs who stood on their lines andreiuseii to sell out as tho market de-
clined.

Business In wheat was rather small and
confined mostly to the professionals.
"While tho bears in the spring wheatcountry contlnuo to dwell upon the fact
that the receipts at Minneapolis and Du-lu- th

aro to show a heavy falling off !n
tho near future, the arrivals at thoapoints yesterday wero eighty-nin- e cars
larger than a vear aco. In addition to
this, as a bearish factor, was tho Increase
or 600,000 bushels In the Minneapolis stocks
for five days.

newal ot exports gave the wicat market
today an upward slant. Closing prices
were steady U&Ka to 4frttc over last
night. Other leading staples, too, all
showed a net gain corn a shade to He
oats 4c and provisions 74ltc

Best prices for wheat cnm after word
was received that ocean freight room
had been engaged on a liberal scale In
tho east. At tho same time, a north-
western exporter declared that business
with Kuropeans was bolnrf done In new
crop winter wheat. Leading urms here,
however, in touch with the foreign trndo
asserted that trans-Atlant- ic olds contin-
ued to be out of line.

On account of six days' decline wheat
offerings appeared to be seriously di
minishing, and tins tact was ot consiu-erabl- c

help to the bulls. So also was a
decided falling off In receipts northwest.
Besides shorts were Incllnea to oven up
In readiness for ttier government report
tomorrow on farm reserves. The unex-cello- d

crop outlook, though, ana tho ab-
normally largo acreage with no aban-
donment reported had n constant ten-
dency to restrict the market advance.

In the fact of heavy selling by tho
chief bull Interest In corn, commission
houses bought freely on account of pre-
dictions that receipts during March and
April would not exceed a third of tho to-

tal a year ago. It was contended that
tho profit In foedlng com u cattlo nnd
Hogs at present prices justified farmers
In withholding shipments. Threats that
Canadian competition in oats would be-
come acute as soon as navigation opens
did not prevent that cereal from sym-
pathizing with corn.

Higher prices at the yards lifted pro-
visions. Packers wero fair sellers on tho
bulge.

Decided Weakness Develops on the
Stock Exohange.

RAIL STOCKS CHIEF SUFFERERS

Ontbnral ToTtard Clone Mrfclna vrlth
Stamp After Announcement

of rhsrgr Against
Hand.

NEW YOniC, March weak-nes- s
developed today In the stock market.

Railroad stocks wero tho chief sufferers.
Chesapeake & Ohio, which was acutely
weak yesterday, following announcement
of the terms ot a W3,OXi.0OO note issue,
again lost ground rapidly. Pronounced
heaviness developed In other shares, par-
ticularly low-pric- railroad shores. In-
dustrials held HP fairly well. In tho
last half-ho- selling was renewed.
Among tho standard shares there were
losses of 1 to 24 points.

An outburst ot selling toward tho close
began with u slump In St. Paul, follow-
ing announcement from Washington that
an examiner of tho Interstate Commerce
commission bad charged that St. Paul's
accounts had been Improperly manipu-
lated. That stock dropped more than four
points.

Dealings In Chesapeake & Ohio wero
unusually large.

Tho break In this stock apparently
aroused uneasiness among foreign hold-
ers of American railroad securities. For-
eign holdings was an Important factor In
depressing the market. It was estimated
that 20,000 shores were unloaded by Lon-
don, Baltimore Ss Ohio, whose move-
ments were associated with reports of
extensive new financing, was again de-
cidedly weak. nock Island preferred
touched a new low record nt 7S. and the
Kansas & Texas and Denver &
Grande Issues also yielded readllv.

Steel was tho bulwark of tho market,
holding up well most of the day. In tho
last hour It gave way.

Bonds were under steady pressure.
